BISHOP WILBERFOBCE' S DIARY 

The diary of thiV liilo Bishop Wilber- 
furce has beoii given- to the world; and if 
"Qrovillo'a MemoirH" were frooly censur- 
ed SB ^ ont^pkon, their indiscretions 
are almost discreet by the aide of. some of 
the tracts from. Bishop Wilberforce's 
diary. One must marvel lit the audacity 
of the revelations, some of which, if they 
do nrit make dead men turn in their 
graves, will, at least, make livinij men 
very uncomfortable. . ...Tiie bialipp was » 
conspiijyottB jfCiiwpr. in' the State.'i. I'hera 
were few wRo codld sh'lhe\mor£i brilliant- 
ly than iiimsolf, oven sunnng tha greatest, 
tlie wisest, the poorest of his day, and as 
he went ove."yw*here and know everyone 
it is no wonder that his record should bo 
full of profound interest. As the Lon- 
don Timns renuirks, of the discretion and 
good taste' which has given so nuicli, of 
that record to the world within ten years 
of the l!i.shop'a death and wlillo so luaiiy 
of his contemporaries and their friends 
are still alive to bo galled by it, we canimt 
pretend to ap!>rove. The volume; we 
doubt not, will bo read with interest and 
avidity ,'.ji.qt,,becauso it recounts the share 
borne by tite Bishop in eccldsIa4t'ifcA^p,iC)j^^^ 
tics, li'bt because' U'r^calls extinct ■contra-' 
veraies and obsploto discussions of por-' 
tontouB dullness, but because it reveals 
tlie Bishop as the most entertaining of 
gossips, and atl'orda tho most fascinating 
glimpses into the personal arcuiui of tho 
public life of Ivia d!iy. :„ .Qialike.^is^ very 
apt to be mutual, and the Bishop's per- 
sonal ' dislilte' 'of Mr. ■l!)isrftoli'' BBema to 
liavo been as cordiiil as his distrust of his 
policy wds profound. ,TIo is perfectly 
frank in, his expressions; indeed, the 
only valid excuse for tlieir frankness 
must be looked for in the. belief that they 
wore never iutenijed to see the light; at 
any vato in Uiis■,gph'eJatl(^^^i''^ ^^.'fii'ratffik ' 
him in his diary with a rancour wuch, 
even stoops to pick uj} ill-natured and 
probably ill-founded gossip. Ho calls 
him "the mystery-anan,',', describes ;him 
as a mere trickster and shifty politician, 
ready to saci'ifice "any, man party, pur-:. 



but," he adds — the instinct of tho ciuiseur 
prevailing for onco over the judgment of 
the i3ishop — "very interesting to talk 
to." lAg^in, in writing to an old friend 
he says; ^i"Yos, Lothiar. is all you sayi 
But my . wfath against- D. -has burnt be- 
fore ,\lu;i|, so fipr'opljj;that ' it'syoms'-'to htwe 
burnt up all' . the fnaterials f 0? burning 
and to be like an exhausted prairie tire — 
full of black stumps, burnt grass, and all 
abominatiopa." , ,]Jo , records with glee 
tho mol :o( Lord Chelmsford, who was 
Ijord Derby's Ohancdllor,'- but not Mr. 
Disraeli's, uttored^'iat-Knowsloy in tho 
year of his diaraiB3al^'*TH6*oM Govern- 
inont the Derby, this the '^Uoki.'' ^ ITS' 
picks upjjQonrt gossip - of no edifying 
type:—* ' 

"Erskino said. .'When Lord Chelms- 
ford surrendered the seals to the Queen, 
Jie held them 'back a minute, and said,: 'I 
have been used worse than a menial ser- 
vant ; I have not had • even'-'^a 
month's warning.'' Mrs. Disraeli told 
tho Quoon, 'When Disraeli has a sore 
throat, I cure him by putting^my arm 
.round his throat, and keepipg .it round 
all night." ";^"^>*-' 3 f hiH.iH 

And he retails second ^ hapd judgment 
and hearsay opinions, careless of tha' rep- 
utations they touch, if only they are un- 
favorable to tha object of his aversidn: — 
"Olarendou ■ spoke to me with tHp ut- 
most 'bittdrnes'8 of Lord Derby. 'Had 
studied him I ever since (01arendop),'i;;was 
in tho hoU86 of Lords^ . No geuisroaUy, 
never, to friend or foe; neve'r acknow- 
ledged help; a groat aristocrat, proud' of 
family wealth. Ho had only agreed to 
this (the Reform Bill of . 1867) as lio 
would of old havQ backed ahorse at New- 
market; hated Disraeli, but believed in 
him as he would have done in an unprin;; 
oipled trainer; he wins, that is all. He 
knows the garlic given, &c. ■ He aaysi to 
those without, 'All fair, gentlemen.'"-' 
It will bo admitted that, whether it is 
accurate or net, this story at any rate 
throws a very, aignifioant light on the 
espressions "dishing the Whigs", and 
taking aleap in tho dark." 

From a man of whom ho entertained 
these opinions, the Bishop, shrewd man 
of the world as he was, could have ex- 
pected very little, lie was disappointed 
nevertheless, not perhap? because the 
Bishop of, Xondon.w8^,iniide Archbishop 
of Oanterb&y, b'ut'fbecause he himself 
was not made Bishop of London. It is; 
well known that the secret history of Pa- 
pal conclaves is not always particularly 
edifying; it will have to be admitted iii 
future that Episcopal gossip concerning 
ecclesiastical appointinonts is aim ost as 
little calc)jlated to improve our 'estimate 
of human nature. "Tho Duke told niiei," 
writes tho Bishop, "of Disraeli's excite- 
ment when he camo out of the Royal 
Closet.. Some struggle about,' Iho Pri- 
,macy.' Xord Malmosbury also 'i said that 
when h'd, spoke to Disraeli he said,' 'Don't 
bring any rnoro bothers befo'ire mp; J 
,have enpugl^ already to drive a man mad.' 
My belief is that tho Queen pressed Tait, 
and against possibly Ely, or some sucli; 
appointmont." There is surely some in- 
discretion in publishing this extract, but 
it isinn'ocout itself compared with those 
which'follow, giving an account of a con- 
■ yeraation .which the Bishop had. with .the 
;;^la|te'Dean pf ' Windsor ort the sarno j3ul)i' 
,',,ject:— ;„ ■ ■ ■■ - j 

"Much talk with Dean of Windsor.' tlti 
talked with great reserve about the late 
appointments, but said, 'The ChurcH.does 
not know what it owes to the Qiieen] 
Disraeli has been utterly ignorant, utter- 
ly unprincipled; ho rodo the Protestant 
horse one day; then got frightened that 
it had gone too far, and was injuring the 
county elections, so ho went right round 
■and proposed names never heard of> 
;""Nothing he would not have done; but 
throughout ho , was most hostile tp you'; 
lie alone prevented Lundoii being offered 
to you, The Queun looked for Tait; ^h^ut 
- ^voald have agreed to you.' . . . Dis- 
" ' raeli recommended for Canter- 
bury!!!!— the Qiieen would not have him; 
then Disraeli agreed most reluctantly and 
E^vith .passion to Tait; Disraeli then pro- 
5*'pdse'd*-' Wordaworth for. London^ . The 
Queen objected strongly; no experience; 
(jjpassing over bishojjs, itc. ; then she sug- 
gested Jackson, and two others,'nbt you, 
fp. because of Disraeli's. expressed, hostility, 
and Disraeli chose Jackson; . ' f ' . . 
<[, How caU' , , — have got that secret un- 
derstanding' with Disraeli? You are sur- 
rounded by false, dpiiblc-doaltng meii. 
Disraeli opposed Leighton wiili all his 
strength on every separate occasion. The 
■ Qiieen would have greatly liked him, but 
Disraeli would not hear of him. You 
cannot conceive of . tho appointments he 
proposed atid retracted or was overruled; 
he pressed Champneys for Peterborough; 



he had no other thought than the votes 
of the moment; he showed an ignorance 
about all Church niutters, men, opinions, 
that .'was astonishing, making propoaition.s 
one way arid the otherj riding the Pro- 
testant - horse to gain the boroughs, and 
then, ■«(hen he thought ho had gone so far 
'as to 'endanger the counties, turning 
roui^ and appointing Bright and Gre- 
gory; thorougnV unprincipled fellow. I 
trust we maj^ never have such a man 
again.'" 

If this was the Dean's "reserve" it 
.would cert.-iiply be edifying to know what 
was the Brshop's idea of indiscretion. It 
is interesting, albeit si)mewhat disquiet- 
ing, to reflect that possibly at this mo- 
ment Episcopal peris may onca more bo 
busy in recording cpiitemporary hi.ttory 
(kfter ttfia astonishing fashion. 
'"^Vhatever'the world may have thought, 
it is clear enough that Bishop Wilhorforca 
hhnseU' had no sort of .sympathy with 
Rome, and verj' little with extreme Ritu- 
alism. Writing to hia .'ion on the occasion 
of his daughter's aeceaaion, he says: — 
"As to the Papistry itself, 1 only more 
than see it to be the great Cloaca into 
which all viloleorruptioua run naturally, 
and loathe it. ' '. . ." — the extract ends 
abruptly aa though the biographer had 
fur once been smitten with a sudden pang 
of discretion. .■ What!, then, }are we - to 
thinfc of the propriotyiuf publishing the 
following extract from" the' diary, pur- 
porting to give, on the aiitWrity 'ftf 'in 
eminent diplorija'ti8ti'an«aeppijnt of; rthe 
demeanour at Rome of iin onimon't' living 
Cardin.il, who was'ia near .'copnexion .of 
the Bishop's?— ; " 

'■ "Odo RusHell— niuch talk with liim;lie 
said 'Manning's influence at. Homo abso- 
lutely a personal inlluei.ice lyitli the Popo. 
Tha Popo, a man of atrong^wilj, though 
iif intense vanity, ca)iiipt bear th« slight- 
est contradiction, but very fond of all 
who take his absolute dicta aa law. , This 
Manning has played upon, and got on. 
He is moro Papal thiin the Pope — ru[)eats 
to the Pope all his', own ideas, which 
ipleaaeaihim exceedingly. ClifTurd Had 
resisted, the Pope, wliich was why ho 
'passod'him by as Archbishop. Manning's 
lappointment protested against by all tho 
tbld lloman families, but the Popo would 
not listen. Maniiing most obsecpiioiis; 
creeps on hands and knees to kiss his toe, 
and, eVbn, when bidden to got up, remains 
prostrate in awe.. This delights Pio Xouo. 
Tho common saying among the Roman 
Catholics at Rome is, 'Other Poiios bo' 
lievod themselves the vicars of Jesus 
Christ; Pio believes that Jesus Christ is 
his vicar.' He is under. great appvel)eji- 
sioii of dying-,this-year,,frpm, ..tnciailOT 
stition of iio Pope outlivin^'liia SBfif^year 
of Popedom. Tho saying at Rome is that 
if ho outlives it, and presides ovpr tlic 
'Synod of 1859, he will, by a new dccroo, 
[ironounpo himself to be a fourth person 
in the Trinity.' " 

' We have probably said enough and 
quoted eno'ugirt'o^'^illustriife tl}^ gfit)ft)Ui|(d. 
interest' of ■tlle''v6lurne as well as its a'ma'z- 
ing indiscretion. It would bo unfair not 
to add that jt 'abounds in entertaining 
anecdotes, in toucHes of person'al charac- 
ter, and in intimato/detaila of cpntemppr,- 
ary history, which are full of a legitimate 
interest and free' froih;oll suspicion of 
scandal. Some of these we have already 
given ia ponimei^tihg on tho Bishop's per- 
sonal relations with the present Prime 
Minister; there are many others which wo 
are reluctantly compelled to ,pas3 over. 
It is humiliating to note kow littlo even 
the ablest men and tho best informed 
statesmen are able to forecast tho future 
or even to discern tho immediate drift of 
public, opinion. ''Derby, in his bod," 
writes the Bishop, in .recording a visit to 
Knowsloy in October, 18G8, "very keen. 
'What will the .Whigs not swallow?' 'Dis- 
raeli very sanguine . still about the elec- 
tions' *' — and even. Mr. Disraeli himSplf 
went near to writing himself down an 
idiot in a letter to the Bishop already 
quoted. Another extract of later date, 
in January, 1870, also wears a singular 
air at the present moment: "Duke of 
Richmond came-TT;,will. not lead. Lord 
Cairns t'6 begin. IMftksDjerby'will after. " 
In 1866 the diary 'coritaifis tni' folhjwiiig 
pasBages recording a visit made. to Hat- 
field in company with Mr. Gladstone, 
"Rode with Lord Salisbury. Hia high 
minded views. He. said-he would not op- 
pose Gladstone as a dminister, but only on 
any particular measure on which ho dif- 
fered. Gladstone's OTeriKioat, 
earnest, and h'ones'l; aa uniliice thp tricky 
Disraeli fia poasibie. . . morning walk 
with Gladstone, Cardw-ell and Salisbury; 
Gladfltorio, how atruek with Salisbury; 
'never saw a more perfect host.' " Alaa! 
(wo can only say) for tho necc-isitioa of 
political'life, which can 9_9parato'so -p'idely 
meh' whom nature and circuriistancea evi- 
dently meant to be friends. We will 
conclude with one riiore extract, intorost- 
ing alike aa a contribution to history, and 
as perhaps, the best illustration that 
could be given fff tho Bishop's inimitable 
power of making the very boat of any 
story that ho hoard. Thiers, Lord Clar- 
endon, Lord INIelbourno, and tho Duko of 
Wellington are all touched to the life: — 
"Lord Clarendon's story about Thiers. 
'He wrote mo a letter 'when I was I'or- 
eign Secretary under Melhourne, of fivo 
sheets, to p.ropose our '-' allowing, the Em- 
peror's bone's rb' be brought to Franco. I 
read it to tho Cabinet; they resolved it 
was expedient to allow it. I tivought 
.about it, and, after thinking, it occurred 
to me that the' man whb had made him 
bones ought to be consulted; so I went to 
Melbourne and said, 'Should not tho D'uko 
bo consulted?' He said, "It is a con- 
founded good idea, Clarendon; so you go 
and see him." Well, there was no escape, 
so I wrote to the Duko and said I wished 
to see him from the Cabinet, Got an- 
a'w.er, ' 'I wait for you.' So I wont 
'off,' and' he received me in a room with 
two sorts of eftfols of penitence, he, on 
one, beckoned me on to tho other. I 
opened my budget. He said, 'Oh. I tell 
you what it is; if we give up the bones 
they'll only think it is because wo don't 
dare keep thorn. .

Ja'mcs Outlicart, sworrt>— On tlie"5th of 
this' month ho was in the Hock Bay 
houso.''with William Bly and Iloury 
Porter.' Witness had a cigar. Ho was 
IC) years of age; could not say what the 
others drank, positively. 

William Bly, sworn, stated ho was 
at the Rock Bay Tavern on the 5lh of 
.laiiuary with Porter and Cathcart, but 
did nut know whotlier ha had a drink or 
a cigar. Porter paid for it. Tliouglil 
that Porter had soda water. They were 
flirnishcd by James Fereiisou,. On 
pravious occasion-' ho drank liquor at the 
llock, Bay house. 

Mr. Wilson contended that the case 
had not boon proved as the boy Porter 
could not state positively what liiiuor he 
drank, 'i'hero was also nothing to show 
that the defendant knew the boy's age or 
acted with any crimiiiul intention when 
he gave him the liquor, which ought to 
have been shown. 

liis honor said the defence had pro- 
duced no evidence as to the age of the 
boy to show that ha was over the pre- 
scribed ago. His appearance, as well aa 
his 'qWH slatemunt, was to tlie contrary. 
The bench was of the opinion that the 
boyiiuiked fur port wine and the presump- 
tion 'hIos he received it. 

Supt. O'Connor said this was llie iirst

The reverend 
gb'iitlenian 'asserts' tliat because of nation- 
ality '.iiid of race niuo-teutha of the Can- 
adiaa people are opposed to annexation 
>viui iiiij United States and refers to sev- 
eral memurablo instances in American 
history when Canada stoutly refused to 
share the American destinies. His rev- 
erence then quotes at length a speech of 
Mr. Tasse, M.l*. , for Ottawa, delivered 
in Lowell, Mass., iu which ho claims the 
nationality and civilization of Canada are 
further advanced and far superior to the 
American; and that, its political institu- 
tions are moro liberal, and will protect its 
minorities better. Finally,^ that religious 
creeds,idBVecidlly the institutions of the 
Catholic- church, are recognized with 
greater partiality and liberality. As a 
sequel to the above I will state that the 
American people heretofore have nut 
shown any anxiety or desire to have Can- 
ada aiiiiexud to the United States. It is 
quite safe to say that no oilbrt will be 
made in that direoiion 6n t&e part of the 
United States at least not lihtil Canada 
shall havo beciime independent of the 
mother country and shall havo made such 
advances as to remove all doubt of the 
eariiestneas and will of tlie people. The 
United States does not at present require 
any depeiideuoius, oitliw.forrevenuo, con- 
tpidsfc or'glory. It may at some time an- 
nex Mexico and the.-siiialler countries at 
the southern extremity of North Ameri- 
ca; but no foreign power could reasona- 
bly object to that. No doubt it would 
havo" been a benetit tu Vancouver Island 
if at one time it had become part and 
parcel with the United States. Without 
Considering the advantages to Canada of 
annexation, I will pass on to consider 
and disprove the rotlectious made by your 
correspondent upon tlio political institu- 
tions and civilization of the United States.

S. The constitution unmistakably 
teaches that no jKirtiality is to bo shown 
t(] any creed. Tho fact that the Bible ia 
read in the schools c.innot be construed 
to mean that any creed ia to be taught, 
but rather it ia nieruly used nut of reaiicct 
and in recognition that tlio people and 
the government of tho U. S. aro a Chris- 
tian nation. In every parisli, in cv^ry 
atate in the union tlie Catholic church ia 
planting separate schools. Thuao schools 
are a niouace to the constitution and 
while they exist tho peace of tho country 
is ill jeopardy. «■»**♦ 
It may bo the destiny of Canada to be- 
come a great nation. May hor ambition 
he unrestrained and peaceful bo her 
borders.

SUSPICIONS AGAINST A CLERGYMAN. 



Mr. Joseph Rogers, ono of; tho coron- 
ers fur Kent, opened an investigation at 
West Mailing on the 16th ult. into tho 
death of a young woman named Sarah 
Ann Wright, which occurred on the pre- 
ceding Tluiraduy. Great interest w.as 
manifested in the proceedings, which were 
watched by Mr. Bradbury Norton-on be- 
half of the Rev. J. H. Timins, the vicar 
of tho pariah. < - 

Harriet Wright, wife of \Vm. Wright, a 
farm laborer living at West street. West 
Mailing, said tho deceased was hor daugh- 
ter, and was sixteen years of ago on tho 
9th of last November. She had been in 
service at several places, but last October 
was compelled^ in cunseciuenco of ill- 
health, to return home. She went to the 
West Kent general hospital, at Maidstone 
on the 21st October, and paid weekly 
visits for throe weeks j then she was told 
to attend once a fortnight, but she had 
not been for tho last month or five weeks. 
Last Tliursday deceased told her she 
had vomited some blood during the night. 
She waa then sleeping in an adjoining 
house, as they bad aaligl^i^'att'ack pf fever 
where she lived. Tho vicar of the parish 
(the Rev. J. H. Timins) visited her occas- 
ionally, and read and prayed with her. 
Ho entered the house on Thursday morn- 
ing, and deceased waa then setting on a 
sofa with witness, doing some needlework. 
Mr. Timins asked her how she was, 
although she had had a very bad night, 
and spat up a quantity of blood. After 
some conversation he examined her 
throat, which had grown out a little. Ho 
next patted her cheat, and said: — "My 
dear girl, you will get better. " Next ho 
asked witness for some water, and she 
giivo him a wine glass half fuU. He took 
from his pockata Tittio bottle which looked 
as if it contained whiskey, and then iisk'ed 
for a teaspoon; witness could not say 
what ho poured from tho bottle into the 
spoon he placed in the glass, but she 
could 8we.tr that at tho time she noticed 
a very strong smell of almonds. Less 
than Gve minutes afterwards her daught- 
er, with a horrible screech',' ukld "Oh, 
Mr. Tiinins," three times, and Mr. Tim- 
ins took hold of 'her, and sat hor on tho 
sofa, laying her head on his shoulder. 
At that time ho ofTorod witness something 
to drink out of the wino glass, but it was 
declined, and be then said, "Oil, I am 
not afraid to - drink it,'' and promptly 
swallowed it. He left ^oon after, and 
then her daughter cried for her, and be- 
gan to retch, She became black in the 
face and mouth, and after that witness 
went into hysterics, and rumoiiibored 
very little else... ^If'ahe made any charges 
against Mr. Timins, as she was told she 
did, she was very sorry for it, and did not 
mean what she said. Tho iiurso in the 
house went for Mr. Timins, and ho came 
and forced some cold brandy and water 
down her daughter's throat. She asked 
him not to do that, and wi.shed to put 
simie brandy on a pieco of sugar and give 
to hor, but he said it was better forh'or to 
havo it as ho administered it to hor. She 
believed that Dr. Pope was sent for soon 
after, but when ho arrived tho poor girl 
was dead. That w.as at half-past ono,Mr. 
Timins having paid his first visit two 
hours previously. , , 

By Mr. 'Nbrt'on — Her'daughtdr did not 
■ wallow the brandy and water, as it ran 
out at the corner of her mouth. .Vfter 
death had taken placo hor mouth was 
lightly closed, but hor hands wore open. 
.Slie believed that what Mr. Timins did he 
did out of kindness. ,. ;^ 
Mr. Herbert Pope, a surgeon, pracis- 
iiig at Mailing, deposed lo being called in 
to see the deceased, whom upon arrival, 
ho found to be dead. He took possession 
of the vomit and properly sealed it in u 
jar. ' 

Mr. T. H. Pound, of Snodlami, do- 
posed to making a post mortem examina- 
tion in conjunction with the lost witiioss. 
They noticed on opening the body a dis- 
tinct almond eflluvium. -Thoy. re- 
moved tho stomach, part of tho in- 
testines, aoniu bUmd and aoino other 
matter from tho body, and placed tliein 
in separate bottles, which he sealed down. 
These ho would now hand over to the 
superintondoiit of police for analysis by a 
London analyst. 

The inquiry was adjourned until Jan. 
10th. \_

He left home in cir- 
cumstances somewhat similar tii' those at- 
tending the still unuxplained absence, of 
Mr. Homy Rich, of whom abaolutoly 
nothing has been hoard since he was last- 
seen in an up-town street in New York 
three weeks ago. Stranger made a will 
leaving all his property tu his. wife,- wlio 
was enamored of ono Sturanj. -The lat- 
ter, ignorant of tho will, forged an. anti- 
dated mortgage in Stranger's name and in 
favor of Stuiiim, wbiph ho foreclosed. 
Mrs. Stranger amiably joined him in tho. 
forgery, and before her husband's disap- 
pearance had bocomu public drew out in 
ids name all his bank balances — the bank 
ofUcials aupposing her well-executed sig- 
natures genuine. , .Unfortunately for 
Stumm, Mrs. Stranger swore, to his coun- 
Bol's surprise, that she made tho mort- 
gage. The forgory being thus established 
the jury made short work With the quos- 
tion of Stunnn's complicity. Coiisoquontly 
Stumm gpea into penal servitude witbthe 
horrible conaciouanosa that if he had only 
waited a few days he might have come 
into quiot possession, with Mrs. Stranger, 
of all the property left her under Stran- 
ger's will, which was probated on the 
theory of his death. 

Paris is just now sulforing acutely froni 
an invasion of rats. When tho Seine rose 
during tho recent Hoods it drova tho rat 
from his comfortable home in the aowor. 
The ejected army of rata has billeted 
itself iu moro comfortable winter .quar- 
ters, in tho Rue Dauuhine, in thd Rue do 
Bao, the Rue des Saints Peres, for in- 
stance, taking possession with the great- 
est cooliioss, and maintaining strict mili- 
tary order, as if in obodionco to a com- 
mon general. Tho houses on tho river 
banks thoy havo avoided, keeping well to 
tho boulevards. Soiqe of the host av6 
said to be enormous in size, aa big as cats, 
says one chronicler, of unparalleled au- 
dacity, and with teeth long enough and 
sharp enough to take a piece clean out of 
a doiiuty'a leg with impunity. Thoy turn 
up in all sorts of odd places — iu boots, 
trousers, petticoats, boxes, drawers — and 
one bonne nearly . died from tl^e ahock 
when she surpriaed an ehterpriaing rodent 
in her bed. They are not to have it all 
thoir own way, however, for an opposing 
array of all tho available docs and cats is 
being loviod, and the cafds are ringing 
with tho foata of the varioua championa. 

On Sunday ovening recently, about C 
o'clock, during a thunder storm, the 
house and steading on the farm of North- 
hill, in tho island of Shapinshay, 
was struck by lightning.

Hepburn, Mrs. Hepburn, their 
son Robert, and three daughters, along 
with a grandchild, were in tho house 
when the accident occurred.

The 
little grandson, who was sitting near his 
jraiidinother, had ono of tho toes of Ids 
right foot cut, but otherwise escaped. 
Robert, who was on the opposite side of 
the fireplace from the others, was knocked 
from his seat. The left, side of his hpad 
was slightly injured. The' tlir'ee daii'gh- 
ters escaped .without serious injury, al- 
though the shock to all waa more or leas 
aovoro. The lightning descended the 
chimney, carrying with it a largo quantity 
of soot and pulverized plaster, which was 
fii'oly distributed through the apartment. 
Four of tho cattlo in two of the byros 
were struck by lightning and killed — two 
in each of tho houses. No apparent 
damage is siistainud by tho buildings.
